Life  with 
Its  changes  had  not  soured  hut 
q a voted  him.  It  docs  not  seem  to 
him  an  endU— » maze,  nor  has  lie 
li  arm d :o  despise  it.  He  ha> 
learni  i!  to  see  God  in  it  all,  and 
that  has  cleared  its  confusion,  as 
the  nioVi  meats  i f the  planets,  ir- 
regular and  apparently  opposite 
when  viewed  from  the  earth,  are 
turned  into  an  ordered  whole  win  n 
the  sun  is  taken  from  the  center. 
What  a contrast  hetwc  n the  hitter 
cynicism  put  into  tiie  lips  ot  the 
son,  and  the  calm,  cheerful  godli- 
ness taught,  according  to  our 
psalm,  by  the  father!  To  Solo- 
mon old  age  is  represented  as 
bringing  the  melancholy  creed, 
"all  is  vanity;”  David  believes. 
“Dslighl  thyself  in  the  Lord,  and 
he  shall  give  tliee  tho  desires  of 
thine  heart.”  Which  style  ol  o d 
age  is  the  nobler?  What  kind  ol 
life  will  lead  to  tacli  ? 

These  clauses,  which  I have  ven 
lured  to  isolate  from  their  context, 
the  elements  which  secure  peace 
even  in  storms  :n  il  troubles,  I think 
that,  if  we  con-ider  them  ‘artfully 
we  shall  see  that  there  is  a well 
marked  progri  s-  in  them.  They 
do  not  cover  tl  e same  ground  by 
any  means  ; I ut  each  of  the  latter 
flows  from  ‘the  former.  Xoboi  y 
can  commit  hi-  way  unto  the  Lord 
who  has  not  begun  by  delighting 
in  the  Lord  ; and  nobody  can  rest 
in  the  I.ord  who  has  not  commit 
ted  hi-  way  to  the  Lord.  These 
three  precepts,  then,  the  condensed 
re-ult  of  the  old  man’s  life-longex-  j 
perienee,  open  up  for  our  consider- 
ation the  Secret  of  Tranquility.  J 
i.et  us  think  of  them  in  order  :

The  great  reason  why  life  is 
troubled  and  restless  lies  not  with- 
out, but  within.  It  is  not  our  chang- 
ing circumstances,  but  our  unregu- 
lated desires  that  rob  us  ol  peace. 
We  are  feverish,  not  because  of  the 
external  temperature,  hut  because 
of  the  stato  of  our  own  blood.  The 
very  emotion  of  desire  disturbs  us, 
wishes  make  us  unquiet,  and  when 


hut  God  your  strength,  bekure  that, 
some  time  or  other,  tho  stay  to 
which  its  tendrils  ding  will  be 
plucked  up,  an-f  the  poor  vine  will 
l>e  lacerated,  its  clusters  crushed, 
and  its  sap  bleeding  out  of  it. 

If,  then,  our  desires  are,  in  their 
veiy  exercise,  a disturbance,  mid 
in  their  very  fruition  prophesy 
dis»|  pointmem,  and  if  that  certain 
disappointment  is  irrevocable  and 
crushing  when  it  comes,  what  shall 
we  do  for  rest?

looking  to  the  power  of  habit  to 
make  an)'  action  of  the  mind  al- 
most instinctive,  it  is  of  far  more 
importance  that  we  should  become 
accustomed  to  apply  this  precept 
of  seekinglguidance  from  God  to 
the  million  trifles  than  to  the  two 
or  three  decisions  which,  at  the 
time  ol  making  them,  we  know  to 
he  weighty.  Depend  upon  it  that, 
if  we  have  not  learnod  the  habit  of 
committing  the  daily  recurring 
monotonous  steps  to  him,  wo  shall 
find  it  very,  very  hard  to  seek  his 
help  when  we  come  to  a fork  in 
the  road.  So  this  is  a command 
for  all  life,  not  only  for  its  turning- 
points. 

What  does  it  prescribe?  First, 
the  subordination  — not  the  extinc- 
tion -of  our  own  inclinations.  We 
must  begin  by  ceasing  from  self. 
Not  that  we  are  to  cast  out  of  con- 
sideration our  own  wishes.  These 
are  an  element  in  every  decision, 
and  often  arc  our  best  helps  to  tho 
| knowledge  of  our  powers  and  of 
{our  duties.  But  We  have  to  take 
I special  care  that  they  never  in 
: themselves  settle  tho  question. 
They  are  second,  not  first.  “Thus 
j I will,  and  therefore  thus  I decide; 
my  wish  is  enough  for  a reason,” 
is  liie  languago  of  a tyrant  *over 
others,  but  of  a slave  to  himselt. 
Our  first  question  is  to  he,  not 
I what  should  I like?  But  “What 
j does  God  will,  if  1 can  by 
any  means  discover  it?”  Wishes 
are  to  he  held  in  subordination  to 
hint.  Our  will  is  to  be  master  of

And  this  glad  long 
ii  g for  God  is  the  cure  for  all  the 
level  i.-li  unrest  of  desires  unful- 
ti  lid.  as  well  as  for  the  ague  fear 
i of  loss  aiid  sorrow,  Quietness  tills 
the  -o.il  wlroli  delights  in  tho 
I.ord,  and  it-  hunger  is  as  blessed 
and  peaceful  as  its  satisfaction. 

Think  how  surely  rest  comes 
| with  delighting  in  God.  For  that 
soul  must  needs  he  calm  which  is 
irecd  from  the  distraction  of  va- 
rious desires  by  the  one  master- 
attraction.  Such  a soul  is  still  as 
the  great  river  above  “the  falls, 

| when  all  the  side  currents  and  i 
dimpling  eddies  and  hack  waters  j 
are  i tiaced  by  the  attraction  that  j 
draws  every  drop  in  the  one  di- 
rection ; or  like  the  samq  stream 
as  it  ne.irs  its  end,  and,  forgetting  i 
how  it  brawled  among  rocks  and  i 
flowers  in  the  mountain  “lens,  flows  , 
“with  a calm  and  equable  motion”  i

Jiatelv  the  fullness  of  God  tills  tho 
waiting,  wishing  soul.  To  delight 
in  God  is  to  phssess  our  delight. 
Heart,  lift  up  thy  gates,  open  and 
raise  the  narrow,  low  portals,  and 
will  stoop  to 


tears  the  heart  asunder.  Cnblid- 
led  and  varying  wishes,  then,  arc 
the  worst  enemies  of  our  repose. 

And,  still  further,  they  destroy  { 
tranquility  by  putting  us  at  the 
mercy  of  externals.  Whatsoever! 
we  make  necessaty  for  our  content- ] 
ment  we  make  lord  of  out  happi- 
ness. By  our  eager  desiros  we  give 
perishable  things  supreme  power 
over  us,  and  so  intertwine  our 
beings  with  theirs  that  tho  blow 
which  destroys  them  lets  out  our 
life-blood.  And,  therefore,  we  are 
tver  disturbed  by  apprehensions, 
and  shuken  by  fears.  We  lie  our- 


Onee  more.  Desire  after  God 
will  bring  peace  by  putting  all 
other  wishes  in  their  right  place. 
The  counsel  in  our  text  does  not 
enjoin  the  extinction,  but  the  sub- 
ordination of  other  needs  and  ap- 
petites— “Seek  ye  first  the  kingdom 
of  God.”  Let  that  be  the  domi- 
nant desire  which  controls  and  un- 
derlies all  the  rest.  Seek  for  God 
in  everything,  and  everything  in 
God.  Only  thus  will  you  be  able 
to  bridle  those  cravings  which  else 
tear  the  heart.  The  presence  of 
the  king  awes  the  crowd  into 
silence.  When  the  full  moon  is  in 


selves  to  these  outward  possessions  Ul0  night|y  gky,  lt  maUes  the 


us  Alpine  travellers  to  their  guides, 
and  so,  when  they  slip  on  the  icy 
slopes,  their  fall  is  our  death.  It 
we  were  not  eager  to  stand  on  the 
giddy  top  of  fortunes  rolling 
wheel  wo  should  not  heed' its  idle 
whirl ; but  we  let  our  foolish  hearts 
set  our  feet  there,  and  thencefor- 
ward every  lurch  of  the  glittering 
instability  threatens  to  lame  or 
kill  us.  lie  who  desires  fleeting 
joys  is  sure  to  be  restless  always 
and  to  be  disappointed  at  the  last. 
For,  even  at  the  best,  the  heart 
which  depends  for  peace  on  the 
continuance  of  things  subjected  to 
a thousand  accidents,  can  only 
know  quietness  by  forcibly  closing 
its  eyes  against  the  Inevitable,  and 
at  the  best,  each  a course  must  end 
on  the  whole  in  failure.  Disap 
pointment  is  the  law  of  all  earthly 
desires,  lor  appetite  increases  with 
indulgence,  and  as  it  increases, 
satisfaction  decreases.  Ti.e  food 
remains  the  same,  but  its  power  to 
appease  hunger  diminishes.  I os- 
session  brings  indifference.  1 he 
doso  that  lulls  into  delicious 
dreams  to-day  must  be  doubled  to- 
morrow if  il  is  to  do  anything,  and 
there  is  soon  an  end  of  that.  Each 
of  your  earthly  joys  fills  but  a part 
of  your  being,  anil  all  the  other 
ravenous  longings  either  come 
shrieking  at  the  gate  of  the  souls 
palace,  liko  a mob  yelling  tor 
bread,  or  are  starved  into  siNnce; 
hut  either  way  there  is  disquiet. 
And  then,  if  a man  has  fixed  his 
happiness  on  anything  lower  than 
the  stars,  less  stable  than  the 
heavens,  less  sufficient  than  Goa, 
there  does  come,  sooner  or  later,  a 
time  win  n it  passes  from  him  or 
he  from  it.  Do  not  venture  the 
rich  freightage  rf  your  happiness 


heavens  bare  of  flying  cloud  rack 
and  all  the  twinkling  stars  are  lost 
in  the  p- a efu',  solitary  splendor 
•So  let  delight  in  God  rest  in  our 
souls,  and  lesser  light  pale  before 
it — do  not  ceaso  to  be,  hut  add  their 
feebleness,  unnoticed,  to  its  radi- 
ance. The  more  we  have  ouroffec 
tions  set  on  God,  the  more  shall 
we  enjoy,  because  we  subordinate 
his  gifts.  The  less,  too,  shall  we 
dread  their  loss,  the  less  be  at  the 
mercy  of  their  flunctuations.  The 
capitalist  does  not  think  so  much 
of  tho  year’s  gains  as  the  needy 
adventurer  to  whom  they  make 
the  difference  between  bankruptcy 
and  competence.  If  you  have  God 
for  your  “onduring  substance”  you 
can  face  all  varictios  of  condition 
and  be  calm,  saying:  — 

“Give  wliat  t'  ou  canal,  without  tin**  I am 
poor. 

And  with  thee  rich,  take  what  thou  wilt 
a way.” 

I he  amulet  that  charms  away 
disquiet  lies  here.  Still  thine 
eager  desires,  arm  thyself  against 
feverish  hopes,  and  shivering  fears, 
and  certain  disappointment,  and 
cynical  contempt  of  all  things, 
make  suro  of  fulfilled  wishes  and 
abiding  joys.  “Delight  thyself  in 
the  Lord  and  ho  will  give  tliee  tbe 
de-ires  of  thine  heart.” 

11.  But  this  is  not  all,  Tbe  se- 
cret of  tranquility  is  found,  second- 
ly, in  freedom  from  tho  perplexity 
of  choosirg our  path. 

“Commit  thy  way  unto  the  Lord” 
— or,  as  the  margin  says,  “roll”  it 
upon  God;  leavo  to  him  theguidance 
of  thy  life,  and  thou  shall  be  at 
peace  on  the  road. 

This  is  a word  for  all  life,  not 
only  for  its  great  occasions.  Twice, 
or  thrice,  perhaps  in  a lifetime,  a 


that  God  may  speak.  Like  the 
lawgiver-captain  in  tho  wilderness, 
it  should  stand  still  at  the  head  of 
the  ordered  rank,  ready  for  the 
march,  but  motionless,  till  the  Pil- 
lar lifts  from  above  tho  sanctuary. 
Yes  “Commit  thy  way” — unto 
whom?  Conscience ? No:  unto 
duty?  No:  but  “unto  God” — 
which  includes  all  these  lower 
laws,  and  a whole  universe  besides. 
Hold  the  will  in  equilibrium,  that 
his  linger  may  inclino  the  balance. 

Then  tho  counsel  of  our  text  pre- 
scribes the  submission  of  our  judg- 
ment to  God,  in  the  confidence  that 
his  wisdom  will  guide  us.  Com- 
mitting our  way  unto  the  Lord  doos 
not  mean  shifting  the  trouble  of 
patient  thought  about  our  duly  off' 
our  own  shoulders.  It  is  no  cow- 
ardly abnegation  of  the  responsi- 
bility of  choice  which  is  here  on- 
joined;  uor  any  sanction  of  lazily 
taking  the  first  vagrant  impulse, 
wafted  we  know  not  whence,  that 
rises  in  the  mind,  for  tho  voice  of 
God.  But,  just  because  we  aro  to 
commit  our  way  to  him,  we  arc 
bound  to  tho  careful  exorcise  of 
tho  best  power  of  our  own  brains, 
that  we  may  discover  what  tbe 
will  of  God  is.  He  does  not  reveal 
that  will  to  people  who  do  not  care 
to  know  it.  I suppose  the  precurs- 
or of  all  visions  of  him,  which  have 
calmed  his  servants’  souls  with  tbe 
peace  of  a clearly  recognized  duty, 
has  boen  their  cry,  ‘ Lord,  what 
wilt  Thou  have  me  to  do?”  God 
counsels  men  who  use  their  own 
wits  to  find  out  Lis  counsel.  He 
speaks  to  us  through  our  judg- 
ments when  they  take  all  the  ordi- 
nary means  of  ascertaining  our 
course.  The  law  is,  you  do  your 
best  to  find  out  your  duty;  you 
suppress  inclination,  and  desire  to 
do  God’s  will,  and  he  will  certain- 
ly tell  you  what  it  is.  I,  for  my 
part,  believe  that  tho  Psalmist 
spoke  a truth  when  he  said,  “In 
all  thy  ways  acknowledge  him,  and 
he  shall  direct  thy  steps.  Only 
let  tho  eye  be  fixed  on  him,  and  he 
will  guide  us  in  the  way.  If  we 
chiefly  desire,  and  with  patient  im- 
partiality try,  to  be  directed  by 
him,  we  shall  never  want  for  direc- 
tion. 

But  all  this  is  possible  only  if  we 
“delight  in  the  Lord.”  Nothing 
also  will  still  our  desires — tbe 
voice  within,  and  the  invitations 
without,  which  hinder  us  from 
hearing  tha  direction  of  ourGuido. 
Nothing  else  will  so  fasten  up  and 
muzzle  the  wild  passions  and  lusts; 
“and  a little  child  will  lead 
them.”  To  delight  in  him  is  the 
condition  of  all  wise  judgment. 
For  the  most  part,  it  is  not  bar  ' 
to  discover  God’s  will  Conor  ..mg 
us,  if  we  supremely  <U  ';oio  know 
and  to  do  it;  auu  such  supreme 
desire  is  but  the  expression  of  this 
supreme  delight  in  him.  Such  a 
disposition  wonderfully  clears 
away  mists  and  perplexities  ; and, 
though  there  will  still  remain  am- 
ple scope  for  tbe  exercise  of  our 
best  judgment,  and  for  reliance  on 
him  to  lead  us.  yet  he,  wbo<e  sin- 
gle object  is  to  walk  in  the  way 
that  God  p dots,  will  seldom  have 
to  stand  still  in  uncertainty  as  to

Shall  we 
he  like  tho  horse  or  the  mule, 
which  have  no  understanding,  and 
need  to  he  pulled  with  bridles  and 
beaten  with  whips  before  the}- 
know  how  to  go  ; or  shall  we  he 
like  some  trained  creulure  that  is 
guided  by  the  unseen  cord  of  doc 
ile  submission,  and  has  learnod  to 
read  the  duty,  which  is  its  joy-,  in 
the  glance  of  its  master’s  eye,  or 
the  wave  of  his  lianiF?  “Delight 
thyself  in  tho  Lord  : commit  thy 
way  unto  him. 

III.  Our  text  takes  one  more 
step.  The  secret  of  tranquility  is 
found,  thirdly  in  freedom  from  the 
anxiety  of  an  unknown  future. 
“Rest  in  tho  Lord,  and  wait  patient- 
ly for  hitn.”  Such  an  addition  to 
these  previous  counsels  is  needful, 
if  all  the  sources  of  our  disquiet 
aro  to  bo  dealt  with.  The  future 
is  dim,  after  all  our  straining  to 
see  into  its  depths.  The  future  is 
threatening,  after  all  our  efforts 
to  prepare  for  its  coming  storms. 
A rolling  vapor  veils  it  all  ; here 
and  there  a mountain  peak  seems 
to  stand  out ; but  in  a moment  an- 
other whirl  of  the  fog  hides  it  from 
us.  We  know  so  little,  and  what 
we  do  know  is  so  sad,  that  tho  ig- 
norance of  what  may  he,  and  th# 
certainly  of  what  must  be,  equally 
disturb  us  with  hopes  that  meU 
Into  lears,  and  forebodings  which 
consolidate  into  certainties.  W« 
are  sure  that  in  that  future  art, 
losses,  and  sorrows,  and  death 
thank  God,  we  are  sure

The  sad  intelligence  of  the  death 
of  Bro.  J.  W.  I.umbley, . tills  my 
heart  with  deep  regret.  I knew 
him  when  he  was  quite  an  infant  in 
the  ministry;  have  crltically 
watched  his  course  ; and  so  far 
from  finding  anything  in  it  to  ex- 
cite even  tho  slightest  vestige  of 
uneasiness,  my  heart  has  swelled 
with  pride  at  his  astonishing  suc- 
cess. In  1880,  almost  destitute  of 
experience,  lie  entered  missionnry 
work  in  North  Louisiana,  and  in  a 
little  while  succeeded  in  organiz- 
ing two  new  churches,  resuscitat- 
ing several  that  had  run  cntircly 
down,  and  rendered  much  valuable 
service  in  protracted  meetings. 
Ilis  name  was  proudly  recognized 
as  a perfect  synonym  of  success. 
In  11*811,  Providence  siugularly 
threw  us  together  in  meetings  at 
Morton,  Pelahatchie  and  Rocky 
Creek.  Truly,  it  may  be  said  : A 
great  void  is  left;  who  shall  till  it? 
” I have  read,  with  great  pleasure, 
Bro.  R-  L-  Allen’s  account  of  his 
visit  to  his  old  Louisiana  home, 
but  am  pained  at  liis  information, 
or  rather  1 may  say  his  misinfor- 
mation, of  the  church  at  Hayvillc. 

I was  pastor  there  oight  years,  and 
know  the  facts  in  the  caso.  It  was. 
in  the  highest  souse,  a model 
church— oarnest,  zealous,  libera1. 
My  salary  was  always  promptly 
paid,  and  frequently  more  than 
one  third  in  advance.  Besides  this, 

I have  k own  it  to  give  $lo0  annu- 
ally to  missions,  and  contribute 
liberally  to  the  cause  of  educa- 
tion, benevoleuc.o,  etc.  I make 
safe  figures  when  I say  that  during 
the  last  four  years  of  ray  connec- 
tion with  it,  at  least  $’>u0  was  rais 
ed  annually  by  it  for  different  pur 
poses.  But  few  churches  raised 
more  than  (2,000  in  four  years. 

But  this  is  a time  of  sad  trial  to 
that  charch.  Some  of  her  promi- 
nent members  have  died  ; others 
have  loft  the  neighborhood  ; and 
the  few  who  remained,  can  do  but 
little.  This  is  the  truo  status  of 
that  which  was  formerly  the  most 
pleasant  and  interesting  field  I 
ever  saw.

The  speech  of  Senator  Brown 
at  the  Southern  Baptist  Convvii 
lion  on  divorce  and  remar- 
riage, was  good  and  stronirly  put. 
Tho  following  report  of  it  in  the 
Central  Baptist  we  reprint  fur  the 
benefit  of  our  readers'. 

D1VORCF. 

Senator  Brown’s  resolutions  on 
divorco  and  re  marriage  was  the 
special  order.  The  resolution 
claimed  that  the  words  of  Christ 
set  forth  the  only  cause — only  true 
cause— of  divorce,  and  that  ro 
marriage  is  not  the  privilege  of 
the  guilty  parties,  and  preachers 
ought  not  to  marry  such.  It  wa« 
right  in  this  great  crisis  to  speak 
and  act  on  this  subject.  The  puritv 
ol  the  latnily  and  home  is  at  stake. 
Moses  allowed  divorce  and  po- 
lygamy, which  the  Jews  and  neurly 
every  other  nation  practiced  then. 
The  law  ot  Jesus  Christ  forbids 
these.  He  is  the  authority  for 
monogamy.  His  words  making 
nia  i and  wife  one  flesh  are  the 
law  which  impliedly  forbids  polyg- 
amy. Monogany  resting  on  the 
authority  of  Christ  implies  the  ac- 
ceptance of  Ins  law  of  divorce 
Christ  clearly  gave  the  law,  and 
wo  must  keep  it.  Christ’s  law  is 
that  the  husband ^shal I have  bat 
one  living  wife,  and  the  husband 
shall  love  hut  one  living  wife. 
Fornication  is  the  only  allowable 
case.  The  socond  marriage  is  a 
nullity,  and  this  is  adulterous,  and 
the  practice  is  polygamy  or  poly- 
andry. No  one,  unless  ho  denies 
Christ’s  authority,  can  deny  this. 
1’lns  polygamy  is  as  had  in  Georgia 
or  Massachusetts  as  in  Ctali,  and 
the  moral  guilt  of  the  Mormon  is 
no  gi eater  than  that  of  any  oilier 
man.  Belli  aro  guilty  in  tho  sight] 
of  God  Georgia  cannot  change 
God's  law  and  make  wrong  right. 
No  man  has  a right  to  enact  laws 
in  the  teeth  of  the  divine  law 
Thc  Christian  churches  denounce 
polygamy,  hut  how  can  they  do 
this  and  tolerate  adulterous  mar 
riages  ? How  can  the  church 
oguizo  minister*  ofUwjoapalw 

adulterers?  It  is  a shame  in  tho

church  which  sustain*  a minister 
who  docs  this.  No  law  compels 
the  minister  to  do  this.  Just  as 
well  might  he  justify  himself  for 
marrying  three  women  and  one 
man,  if  the  State  happened  to 
allow.  If  all  the  ministers  of  the 
churches  would  do  light  in  this 
matter,  they  would  so  change  pub 
lie  opinion  as  to  sweep  the  had 
laws  from  the  statute  book.  The 
church  members  and  ail  ecclesias- 
tical bodies  must  liice  this  question 
and  speak  out  on  it.  Therefore  I 
now  appeal  to  this  body. 

The  Northern  Methodist  Confer- 
ence has  passed  strong  resolutions 
on  this  subject.  And  other  de- 
nominations are  moving  in  this  di- 
rection. Baptists  cannot  afford  to 
linger  behind  on  a question  liko 
this,  while  others  arc  taking  the 
Bible  ground.  “As  a Christian 
and  a citizen,  I feel  it  my  right  to 
speak  out  on  this  subject.”  He 
then  read  an  extract  to  show  that 
New  England  was  ahead  in  this 
iniquity.  More  than  2,000  persons 
aro  divorced  every  year  in  Now 
England,  and  this  in  the  most  en- 
lightened and  intelligent  part  of 
the  country,  The  laws  of  Georgia 
are  nearly  as  bad.  South  Carolina 
has  never,  while  controlled  by 
wlnte  people  allowed  nny  cause  of 
divorce.  “I  am  proud  ol  my  na- 
tive State.”  Let  all  the  Christians, 
especially  the  Christian  ministers, 
have  nothing  to  do  wifli  this  iniqui- 
ty. but  to  oppose  it.  Let  toe  preach- 
ers turn  such  cases  over  to  the 
magistrate,  and  that  will  put  a 
damper  on  the  business.  Another 
effort  was  made  to  lay  it  on  the  table 
and  failed.  The  resolutions  were 
then  stiangly  adopted.  Many, 
mostly  in  tho  gallery,  applauded, 
and  u very  few  hissed.
